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TELEPHONE INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

As a preliminary matter Applicant appreciates the courtesies extended to applicant's 
representative by Examiner Strange during the Telephone Interview of January 18, 2007. During 
the Telephone Interview Applicant's representative inquired whether an Advisory Action, an 
Office Action or any other paper had been sent in response to the After-Final Amendment of 
October 23, 2006, since none had been received by the client, Gateway Inc. Examiner Strange 
indicated that an Office Action had been sent in November of 2006, and agreed to forward 
another copy of the lost Office Action to Gateway.
